GMERAL-  PROVISION -OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  Tad  AREA 

The  personal  health  services  are  provided  by  various  bodies,  by 
far  the  greater  part  being  under  the  control  of  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Devon  County  Council  and  the  Local  Executive  Council.  The 
environmental  health  services  are  controlled  by  the  District  Council. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  has  a  laboratory  in  Plymouth 
for  the  investigation  of  communicable  diseases  and  the  examination  of 
milk,  water,  ice-cream,  foodstuffs,  etc. 

The  Devon  County  Health  Handbook  gives  details  of  the  health 
and  allied  social  services  in  the  County  of  Devon.  Much  of  its 
information  refers  to  the  County  as  a  whole,  but  there  are  details  of 
the  various  services  provided  in  this  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


This  is  by  the  South  Devon  Water  Board.  The  quality 

and  quantity  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory.  The  water  is 

now  being  used  fron  the  reservoir  formed  be.iind  the  Avon  Dan,  which 
will  ensure  a  nore  than  adequate  supply  in  the  driest  summer .  It  is 
hoped  that  fairly  soon,  the  new  filtration  works  will  be  in  use. 


SEWERAGE 

There  are  still  many  small  sewerage  outfalls  discharging 
into  the  harbour.  Although  they  have  been  improved  in  some  cases, 
there  still  remains  the  necessity  for  an  extensive  system  to  pick  up 
and  take  all  the  sewage  to  discharge  into  deep  water. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING

has  been  carried  out.
